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Mayors put emphasis on teamwork 


Niagara’s municipalities 
must work together in 
order to achieve success. 

"This is an exciting time 
for Niagara because never 
before has there been 
such potential for our 


future,” Fort Erie Mayor 
Wayne Redekop said last 
Thursday during the 
Southern Tier Mayors’ 
Luncheon at the Fort Erie 
Leisureplex Banquet 
Hall. 

“The local municipali¬ 
ties understand that the 
success of any one of us is 


really dependent on the 
success of all of the other 
municipalities," he 

Redekop, along with 
Pelham Mayor Dave 
Augustyn, Welland Mayor 
Frank Campion, Niagara 
Falls Mayor Jim Diodati, 
Wainfleet Mayor April 


Jeffs and Port Colborne 
Mayor John Maloney 
came together to high¬ 
light important projects 
in their respective com¬ 
munities that will have a 
significant economic 
impact on Niagara in its 
entirety. 

The event was hosted 
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by Welland-Pelham, Port 
Colborne-Wainfleet, 
Greater Fort Erie and 
Niagara Falls chambers of 
commerce. 

Redekop noted three 
“potential game changing 
developments” in the 
works for Fort Erie “that 
should be of interest to all 
residents in Niagara." 
These projects include 
the development of the 
Canadian Motor 
Speedway, the revitaliza¬ 
tion of Miller’s Creek 
Marina and the redevel¬ 
opment of the Fort Erie 
Race Track. 

Augustyn said the east 
Fonthill development 
plan proposed for Pelham 
will see 450 acres of land 
developed for commer¬ 
cial and residential use. 
The development calls 
for a 135-unit seniors 
complex, along with a 
30,000 square foot medi¬ 
cal centre with room for 
five to 10 family physi¬ 
cians and a pharmacy. 

The Town of Pelham is 
also working with the 
community to develop a 
community centre. 

“The potential there is 
for a single pad to replace 
our existing and aging 
single pad but expand¬ 
able to a double pad, a 
gymnasium, a fitness 
facility, walking track, 
multipurpose space for 
all types of cultural and 
recreational facilities.” 

Campion said the City 
of Welland passed the 
Gateway Economic 
Centre Community 
Improvement Plan last 
March. The plan was 


developed in conjunction 
with the Niagara Region, 
and south Niagara munic- 
ipalities including 
Welland, Fort Erie, Port 
Colborne, Thorold and 
Niagara Falls. 

The program is “a key 
mover” that allows 
municipalities to offer 
financial incentives and 
leadership to attract new 
investment and develop¬ 
ment of employment 
lands within the city. 

Diodati said he is 
focused on bringing the 
GO train to Niagara and 
enhancing tourism in the 

re “The GO Train will be 
the economic silver bullet 
for the Niagara Region. It 
will have more impact 
than anything else we can 
do,” Diodati said. 

The key to enhancing 
tourism is to highlight the 
region’s main attraction, 
according to the Niagara 
Falls mayor. 

“You lead with the falls. 
You lead with your num¬ 
ber one brand, your num¬ 
ber one product and you 
follow with all of the rea¬ 
sons to stay in Niagara." 

By encouraging tourism 
in Niagara Falls, Diodati 
said tourists will want to 
stay in Niagara longer to 
explore its wineries, vine¬ 
yards, its racetrack, 
beaches and more.

Antenna doesn’t 
belong in 
Crescent Park 

Dear Editor, 


This is an open letter to 
Niagara Region councillors. 

In January, some Crescent 
Park residents received a 
letter indicating that an 
Antenna Facility is proposed 
to be erected at "0” Crescent 
Road for the purposes of 

infrastructure for the 
Niagara Regional Police 

As background, there is 
currently an elevated water 
tank on the proposed site of 

It is our understanding 
that the water tank has 
become redundant and is 
slated for demolition soon. 


As a result, there is a need 
for a structure capable of 
supporting the aforemen¬ 
tioned communications 
infrastructure. 

We want to make it very 
clear that we fully support 
the work of our emergency 
service personnel and then- 
need for the necessary com¬ 
munications infrastructure 
required to safely and effec¬ 
tively carry outtheir required 

We also want to make it 
equally clear that we do not 
want our position to 

be viewed as “NIMBYism’l 
The infrastructure needs to 
go somewhere in order to 
serve the entire community. 
We get that. 

Ourbasic concern with 
the erection of this new 61 
metre tower in our residen¬ 
tial neighbourhood is sim¬ 
ple. 

We believe it is a signifi¬ 
cant departure in both use 
and aesthetics from the cur¬ 
rent, albeit now defunct, 
elevated water tank. 


Yes, the water tank is big 
and hard to miss. We have 
accepted this in the past as 
part of the neighbourhood's 
infrastructure in order to 
provide us with adequate 

The proposed tower how¬ 
ever has a significantly dif¬ 
ferent use and very different 
aesthetics than an elevated 
water tank. 

The visuals of such a tall 
metal tower are akin to a cell 
phone tower and with that 
come significant concerns, 
real or perceived, with cur¬ 
rent residents and future 
potential buyers of residen¬ 
tial real estate in the area. 

It is our contention that 
the demolition and perma¬ 
nent removal of the water 
tank and conversion of the 

lot(s) would serve the values 
of the entire neighbourhood 

manner than would the 

structure that quite frankly 
looks like either an ugly cell 


phone tower or an oil drill¬ 
ing rig. 

The Town ofFortEriehas 
endured significant negative 
economic impacts in the 
last several years and this 
has affected many of our 
community’s families finan- 

Anything that we can do 
to stem the tide of those 
negative economic impacts 
and cast the Town in a more 
positive and inviting light to 
those who maybe consider¬ 
ing calling this their home is 
not only socially responsi¬ 
ble, it is good business. 

Retention and even 
improvement of the current 
resale and assessed values 
of the homes in this neigh¬ 
bourhood serve the entire 
Town of Fort Erie through 
higher tax revenues.

When I was a kid measles 
was rampant in Canada and an 
accepted part of growing up. 

The red rash, white spots in 
the mouth, fever, cough and 
red eyeswerecommonamong 
our country's children. 

It caused 50-75 deaths every 
year 5,000 hospital admissions 
and 400 cases of encephalitis, 
leading to brain damage and 
hearing loss for many chil- 

Things changed when the 
vacane was introduced. 

In Canada, the number of 


measles cases dropped by 
more than 99% and in the last 
15 years we have seen only five 
deaths from measles—all in 

The vaccine has been so 
effective we have forgotten 
about measles and are becom¬ 
ing complacent Outbreaks like 

Canada and the United States 
should not happen. Measles is 
one of the most contagious 
viruses on the planet and it is 
infecting those who are under- 


Moie than 50 years of evi¬ 
dence makes it clear the chanc¬ 
es of complications or death 
from measles far outweigh 
potential side-effects of the 
vaccine.

"That overpass at Bowen

Erik Tomas. “But because 

access and egress point to 
the speedway development, 
meetings are being con¬ 
ducted with the Ministry of 
Transportation to determine 
what has to go there, and 
whether that will be a two or 
four-lane design.” 

Tomas said the track has 
spent a large sum of money

Gordon is a 
four-time NASCAR Sprint 
Cup champion and he has 
announced that 2015 will be 
his 23rd and final full-time 
season of competition. He is 
one of the most celebrated 
NASCAR drivers in history. 

“The investors are not 
losing sight of their goal and 
they are determined to build 
this,” said Tomas. “Jeff 
Gordon is involved with the 
design of the oval portion of 
the complex and has fully 
committed to the project. 
The town is behind it, the 
Region is behind it and the 
Ministry of Tourism in 
Queen’s Park is certainly 
behind it and right now we 
are just trying to move it 
through the process of the 
Ministry of Transportation 

Ontario. 

Tom Kuchyt, Fort Erie’s 
interim chief administrative 
officer, said the project is 
going well and the munici¬ 
pality is excited about what 
is taking place. 

“They have hired consul¬ 
tants. One is working on a 
site plan and they have 
another consultant that is 


working on the traffic issues,” 
said Kuchyt. “In particular, 
they are preparing a traffic 
management plan and that 
is one of the requests from 
the MTO. As a result of that 
plan and what it might state 
or recommends, then we 
will be able to move forward 

The town has also made 


the external infrastructure 
work, the sanitary sewer and 
the watermain, and it hopes 
to have an answer before the 
end of the month beginning 
sometime before mid- 

“If successful, the prov¬ 
ince will make a recommen¬ 
dation to the federal govern¬ 
ment suggesting that this 
project make it through the 
funding and then we would 
receive funding for that 
work,” said Kuchyt.

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Council asked to help preserve historic locomotive

Members of the Fort 
Erie Historical Railway 
Association want to see 
the Canadian National 
Locomotive6218restored 
to its former glory. 

Mary McLelland-Papp, 
who founded the associ¬ 
ation, asked council last 
Monday to make a com¬ 
mitment to help preserve 
the historical locomotive 
that was built in 1942. 

“As you know, 6218 is 
sadly displayed at the 
Fort Erie Historical 
Museum,” McLelland- 
Papp said told council¬ 
lors during last Monday 
night’s council meeting. 

“This famous steam 
engine is intended to be 
a symbol of Fort Erie's 
significant railway heri¬ 
tage and is a tribute to 
the citizens who built 
Fort Erie into the third 
largest railway centre in 
Canada.” 

In 1973, the council of 
the day unanimously 
passed a resolution to 
ensure the locomotive, 


which was donated to the 
Town of Fort Erie, “ would 
be displayed in a digni¬ 
fied way." 

“I'm looking to this 
council to honour that 

McLelland-Papp said. 

CN 6218 has “been 
allowed to deteriorate to 
a state where it is no lon¬ 
ger a proud monument 
to Fort Erie History." 

McLelland-Papp asked 
council to consider mak¬ 
ing an annual contribu¬ 
tion to the CN reserve 
fund, assist in the devel¬ 
opment of a new restora¬ 
tion strategy and seek 
grants to fund the resto¬ 
ration project. 

According to 

McLelland-Papp, a com¬ 
mittee was charged with 
the task of developing a 
strategic plan to preserve 
the historic locomotive. 
That strategic plan was 
adopted by council in 
2010. McLelland-Papp 
said no repairs were 
made to the locomotive 
as a result of the strategic 
plan, which is “now out 


McLelland-Papp said 
council also did not take 
advantage of government 
funding opportunities 
including an artifact and 
restoration grant which 
expired last year. 

Council established a 
$50,000 reserve fund for 
the restoration of the 
locomotive in 2011 and 
an additional $50,000 
was put into the fund in 
2012. 

However, council “did 
not continue to add to 
this fund in subsequent 
years as anticipated,” 
McLelland-Papp said. 

The goal of the Fort 
Erie Historical Railway 
Association—which was 
formed in 2010—is to 
raise awareness for the 
condition of the locomo¬ 
tive as well as to raise 
funds to repair it. 

To date, the association 
has raised $9,000 to 
repair the locomotive 
and a donor has commit¬ 
ted “$2,000 when resto¬ 
ration repairs are under- 

“The biggest obstacle 
(for the association) is 


that people do not see 
the engine receiving any 
care or ongoing mainte¬ 
nance nor have they 
heard much concern 
expressed from council,” 
McLelland-Papp said. 

“They wonder why and 
it makes them reluctant 
to donate.” 

She encouraged coun¬ 
cil to “recognize the loco¬ 
motive as a valuable 
asset” to Fort Erie that 
would attract visitors. 

Mayor Wayne Redekop 
thanked McLelland-Papp 
for her presentation and 
asked what the estimated 
cost is to restore the loco¬ 
motive is. 

McLelland-Papp said 
the Fort Erie Historical 
Railway Museum has an 
estimate of $450,000, 
which includes “a com¬ 
plete stripping down of 
the locomotive.”

Following the decision agreed at 
Copenhagen in 1911, International 
Women's Day (IWD) was honoured the 
first time in Austria, Denmark, Germany 
and Switzerland on 19 March. More than 
one million women and men attended IWD 
rallies campaigning for women’s rights 
to work, vote, be trained, to hold public 
office and end discrimination. However 
less than a week later on 25 March, the 
tragic Triangle Fire’ in New York City 


took the lives of more than 140 working 
women, most of them Italian and Jewish 
immigrants. This disastrous event drew 
significant attention to working conditions 
and labour legislation in the United States 
that became a focus of subsequent 
International Women’s Day events. 1911 
also saw women’s ‘ Bread and Roses ' 
campaign.

On the eve of World War I campaigning 
for peace, Russian women observed 


their first International Women’s Day 
on the last Sunday in February 1913. In 
1913 following discussions, International 
Women’s Day was transferred to 8 March 
and this day has remained the global date 
for International Women’s Day ever since. 
In 1914 further women across Europe 
held rallies to campaign against the war 
and to express women’s solidarity.

On the last Sunday of February, Russian 
women began a strike for “bread and 


peace” in response to the death over 
2 million Russian soldiers in war. Opposed 
by political leaders the women continued 
to strike until four days later the Czar was 
forced to abdicate and the provisional 
Government granted women the right 
to vote. The date the women’s strike 
commenced was Sunday 23 February on 
the Julian calendar then in use in Russia. 
This day on the Gregorian calendar in use 
elsewhere was 8 March.

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Councillors opt not to have integrity commish

Some thought he was a 
waste of money. Others 
thought he was good 
value. But at the end of 
the day Thursday, 
Niagara Region no longer 
had an integrity commis¬ 
sioner to provide over¬ 
sight of councillors. 

After lengthy debate, 
regional councillors 
voted 17-11 to do away 
with the services of an 
integrity commissioner. 

Niagara Falls regional 
Coun. Bob Gale said he 
felt the services of an 
integrity commissioner 
were a waste of money 
long before he was elect¬ 
ed in October. He said 
the integrity commis¬ 
sioner was nothing more 
than a tool of attack 
against St. Catharines 
regional Coun. Andy 
Petrowski. 

“We know why this 
integrity commissioner 
was here, let’s not lie 
about it. But I'm proud to 
sit beside Coun. 
Petrowski. I find him very 
smart. I find he's got 
everything going in the 
way of politics. He’s nur¬ 
tured me along.... But he 
wears his passion on his 
sleeve. He’s very loud, as 
you can tell. The way he 
talks to some of the staff, 
at times I disagree with. 
But if I went into a battle. 
I’d want him beside me.” 


Gale said any issues of 
conduct that arise can be 
properly handled by the 
regional chair. Failing 
that, Gale said Ontario 
Ombudsman Andre 
Marin, who is slated to 
be given oversight of 
municipal governments, 
assured him in an e-mail 
he would step into the 

Niagara Falls regional 
Coun. Selina Volpatti, 
who was the subject of a 
complaint to the integrity 
commissioner, which 
was dismissed, said hir¬ 
ing one now would be 
redundant because of the 
extended reach of the 
ombudsman. 

Welland regional 
Coun. Paul Grenier said 
it was important to keep 
on retainer an integrity 
commissioner, albeit 
with altered guidelines. 
Guidelines that extend 
beyond simply enforcing 
the Region’s code of con¬ 
duct to include conflict 
of interest rules. 

“The code of conduct 
should be a minor part.... 
Our behaviour in public 
settings and to each other 
really isn’t the main rea¬ 
son we have this,” Grenier 
said. “The purpose of an 
integrity commissioner 
should be this — the pri¬ 
mary purpose should be 
communicating to the 
public it is a method for 
the citizens of Niagara to 
hold us to account. It is 


an inexpensive and prop¬ 
er way for them to actu¬ 
ally hold us to a higher 
standard.” 

The integrity commis¬ 
sioner billed the Region 
approximately $24,000 in 
2014. 

Niagara-on-the-Lake 
regional Coun. Gary 
Burroughs, who was 
chair of the last term of 
council, said he was privy 
to complaints other than 
those filed against 
Petrowski. 

"I had some experi¬ 
ence, having been chair 
during the time of the 
integrity commissioners 


we had two who did other 
things then deal with 
Coun. Petrowski — other 
councillors. Issues were 
resolved with staff, and 
nobody heard about 
them. And nobody should 
hear about them. I think 
we’re taking it all very 
casually that, Oh, it’s all 
about Andy. No it isn’t.” 

Burroughs went on to 
read from a column by 
Brock University profes¬ 
sor David Siegel, who 
wrote it would be “awk¬ 
ward for councillors to 
investigate and sanction 
their colleagues. And it 
would be inappropriate 


for staff members to 
investigate their political 
masters." 

Burroughs said having 
an integrity commission¬ 
er improved relations 
between staff and coun¬ 
cil. 

“I think the system is 
right, I think it needs 
tweaking,” Burroughs 

Port Colborne regional 
Coun. David Barrick said 
he was against hiring an 
integrity commissioner 
from the onset. 

“My suggestion at the 
time when this came 
about was the integrity 


commissioner role would 
be used as a political 
weapon,” Barrick said. “It 
would be used as a witch 
hunt. Certain people 
would be targeted, and 
quite frankly, it’s proven 
itself to be true, at least 

For Niagara Falls 
regional Coun. Bart 
Maves it’s simple. 

“We put in place a new 
expanded code of con¬ 
duct, abide by it.”
